1. I SAW FOREIGN MINISTER DENNIS ON FEBRUARY 7 AT HIS REQUEST. 

HE SAID FRENCH AMBASSADOR HAD CALLED ON HIM FEBRUARY 6 TO 
SOLICIT GOL SUPPORT FOR FRENCH PROPOSAL FOR A UN-SPONSORED 
CONFERENCE ON ENERGY. HE SAID HE WISHED TO BRIEF PRESIDENT 
TOLBERT ON THE SUBJECT AND INQUIRED AS TO US VIEWS ON THE 
FRENCH PROPOSAL. 

2. I RESPONDED ALONG THE LINES OF PARA 4 REFTEL, STRESSING 

THE "BUILDING BLOCK" APPROACH AND THE FACT THAT WE WOULD TAKE 
INTO ACCOUNT VIEWS OF THOSE COUNTRIES NOT PARTICIPATING IN OUR 
FEBRUARY 1 1 MEETING. I ALSO EMPHASIZED THAT THERE WAS ABSOLUTELY 
NO REPEAT NO ELEMENT OF CONFRONTATION IN THE PROPOSED SEPARATE 
MEETINGS OF MAJOR CONSUMERS AND THE OIL PRODUCER; WE MERELY 
FELT IT LOGICAL AND NECESSARY TO PROCEED IN AN ORDERLY MANNER.
